Protest  Waves  Roll: 
Mormons  Under  Fire 

PROVO,  Utah  (AP)  - Waves  of  black  protest  roll  toward  BYU, 
assaulting  Mormon  belief  and  leaving  BYU  officials  and  students 
perplexed,  hurt  and  maybe  a little  angry. 

With  mounting  frequency,  black  demonstrations  erupt  at  schools 
meeting  BYU  in  athletic  events. 

The  most  dramatic  ended  last  month  with  Wyoming  Coach  Lloyd 
Eaton  kicking  14  black  football  players  off  his  team  the  day  before  a 
game  with  BYU. 

But  while  winds  of  dissent  swirl  through  the  West,  the  BYU  campus 
itself  is  an  eye  of  quiet.  No  protests— just  thousands  of  young  Mormons 
pursuing  learning  in  a homey  Central  Utah  town. 

“There’s  no  prejudice  here,”  says  Floyd  Millet,  BYU  athletic  director. 
“It  seems  so  unjustified.” 

Millet  and  Dr.  Milton  L.  Hartvigsen,  dean  of  BYU  physical  education, 
will  attend  a WAC  meeting  in  Denver  Monday.  And  the  No.  1 item  on 
the  agenda  is  certain  to  be  the  black  protests. 

Some  have  predicted  a break-up  of  the  conference  over  the  issue. 
However,  none  of  BYU’s  athletic  personnel  would  attempt  a prediction. 

Hartvigsen  says  only:  “There  are  problems  of  a serious  nature  here 
which  will  be  discussed  forthrightly  and  objectively.  They  will  be 
defined  fully  and  completely,  to  be  given  to  the  presidents  of  WAC 
schools  for  review.” 

Part  of  the  problem  will  be  defining  what  is  being  protested. 

Item:  Do  the  blacks  complain  of  racism  in  the  BYU  athletic  program, 
school  policy  or  the  student  body? 

Or,  are  the  protests  actually  aimed  at  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  Mormon,  which  runs  the  university? 

“HOME  FOR  MANY  RACES” 

School  officials  cite  the  presence  of  Jews,  Indians,  Spanish-Americans 
and  two  Negroes  among  BYU’s  24,000  students,  95  per  cent  of  whom 
are  Mormons.  They  also  say  a federal  study  showed  BYU  is  not 
discriminatory. 

A Mormon  scriptural  reference  is  interpreted  to  mean  blacks  are 
forbidden  the  priesthood.  In  a lesser  form  this  is  achieved  by  most 
devout  Mormon  men  at  an  early  age,  usually  12. 

Lacking  the  higher  priesthood,  the  claim  is  Negroes  cannot  have  a 
Mormon  temple  wedding  and,  therefore,  no  “eternal”  marriage. 

The  church  severely  opposes  interracial  marriage. 

While  the  Negro  doctrine  is  seen  by  Mormons  as  divinely  given,  it  is

Other  highlights  of  the  program  included  a duet 
ballroom  dance  by  Roy  and  June  Mavor.  Audience 
response  to  their  polished  professionalism  was  so 
favorable  that  there  was  more  clapping  than  silence 
during  their  dance. 

When  the  group  they  instruct— the  Ballroom 
Dancers— glided  across  the  stage  in  a dance  number, 
one  woman  dancer  lost  a shoe.  However,  the 
dancing  was  so  precise  that  it  was  difficult  to  tell 
who  had  lost  the  footwear. 

Humor  was  injected  into  the  program  with  a farce 
on  “If  Ever  I Would  Leave  You”  from  the  musical 
“Camelot.”  The  Program  Bureau  version,  to  the 
delight  of  the  audience,  was  “If  Only  You  Would 
Leave  Me.”  Words  included  therein  were,  “Your 
hair  up  in  rollers,  Your  face  caked  with  mud,  Your 
breath  with  an  odor  That  would  curdle  blood.” 

ASPECTS  DEPICTED 

Four  aspects  of  American  life  were  depicted  in 
the  closing  production  number,  done  to  “America 
the  Beautiful.”  It  was  performed  by  the  Symphonic 
Band  under  the  direction  of  Richard  Ballou. 

An  Indian  girl  represented  America’s  heritage;  an 
astronaut  depicted  pride-inspiring  accomplishments; 
a scholar  represented  the  future  and  the  master  of 
ceremonies  dressed  as  a New  York  Met,  represented 
an  under-dog  who  used  Yankee  ingenuity  to  win. 

The  lengthy  program’s  only  problem  was  that  it 
was  an  example  of  too  much  of  a good  thing.  But 
with  so  much  ability  and  planning  rolled  into  one 
performance,  knowing  what  to  cut  to  shorten  the 
program  would  be  a difficult  feat.

Unfortunately  for  such  an 
outstanding  performance,  midway 
through  the  finale  it  appeared  that 
Dr.  Nibley  had  a memory  lapse: 
he  just  suddenly  stopped,  and  had 
to  consult  the  conductor’s  score 
before  he  could  continue.  It  was 
just  “one  of  those  things.” 

Other  numbers  on  the  program 
included  a symphony  by  Hadyn, 
sketches  by  Bartok,  and  a 
Tchaikovsky  overture.  This  year’s 
larger,  more  full-sounding 
orchestra  was  ably  conducted  by 
Dr.  Glenn  Williams  of  the  BYU 
Music  Department. 

He  succeeded  in  bringing  out  an 
energetic,  sparkling  sound  when 
the  full  ensemble  was  playing,  and 
there  was  some  brilliant  brass 
work  in  the  “Romeo  and  Juliet 
Fantasy  Overture’’  of 
Tchaikowsky.  The  “surprise” 
chord  in  Haydn’s  “Surprise” 
Symphony  had  the  audience 
buzzing. 


The  performance  was  hurt  by 
some  noticeable  intonation  and 
tonal  problems  in  the  strings  and 
woodwinds  and  in  general  the 
“opening  night  jitters”  took  their 
toll.  Perhaps  the  orchestra 
sounded  best  over-all  playing 
Bartok,  for  the  dissonant 
character  of  his  music  tends  to 
cover  intonation  problems.

Transmitter 
Move  Slated 

KBYU-FM  is  literally  a “moving 
station”  today  as  the  station’s 
transmitter  is  being  moved,  taking 
it  off  the  air  today  and  possibly 
longer. 

Leland  Stott,  station  manager, 
announced  that  KBYU-FM’s 
transmitter  will  be  relocated 
within  the  main  building  at  the 
KSL-FAA’s  transmitter  base  on 
9,000  foot  Farnsworth  Peak  in 
the  Oquirrh  Mountains,  just  south 
of  the  Great  Salt  Lake. 

Stott  said  that  Ralph  Silver, 
chief  engineer  at  Broadcast 
Services,  had  estimated  that  the 
move  should  only  take  one  day. 
The  transmitter  is  being  moved 
into  a newly  constructed  section 
of  building  to  make  room  for  a 
new  stand-by  color  television 
transmitter  for  KSL. 

According  to  Silver,  if  the  KSL 
engineers  at  the  peak  have 
accomplished  all  necessary 
preparations,  it  will  be  almost  as 
simple  as  unplugging,  moving  and 
plugging-in  the  transmitter. 

“However,  if  any  complications 
develop,  the  station  may  be  off 
the  air  longer  than  one  day,”  said 
W.  Reed  Hanson,  station  program 
director. 

KBYU-FM’s  programming  is 
beamed  by  a micro-wave  signal 
from  the  Fine  Arts  Center  roof  to 
the  peak  45  miles  away.
